History of this Century, 

It has been justly observed that the t 
rvery enterprise, in this and other lands, 
constitute the prominent theme, in the history 
of the present country. Every man is living 
for history. The age is inscribing 
image upon the page of history, to he held up 
to the gaze of the nations in all coming time. 
The position of the religious and political 
presses, of the churches anil the ministry, of 
religious denominations and political parties, 
respect to the great anti-slavery struggle, 
e to be impartially and indellibly recorded 
history. 

How then will it appear in 
habitants of that period, that one century be¬ 
fore there were in this land 2,500,000 most ah- 
jject and ruined slaves ; and that after elo¬ 
quence and truth had been exeiting their migh- 
for ten years for their liberation, 
the chief political parties stijl maintained their 
base land servile alliance with the system 
that the Christianity of the country held I 
generally in unqualified fellowship ; that reli 
gious presses, the great proportion of pulpits 
and chiristian churches were dumb, or hostile 
to the cause of liberty; tlmt it w aa published 
m oilier countries, and uncontroverted, that 
the “ American Churches were the bulwarks 
of American Slavery,” and that the religh 


constituted the greatest obstacles to 
emancipation. How will all this appear then? 
And should another Voltaire arise, what use 
would he make of such historical facts against 
the Christian religion?

Another Conquest of Liberty. 

It is extremely gratifying to see the 
hand of an Almighty Providence leading 
on from conquest to conquest, the cause 
of freedom. It renews the strength for 
future conflict, and increases faith in the 
final triumph of the principles of liberty. 

In 1840. the governor of Virginia trans¬ 
mitted to the governor of New Hampshire, 
a letter, documents, &c., relative to 
controversy between that state and New 
York, which were laid before the legisla¬ 
ture in June. At a session in December, 
a report was made and adopted by the 
House, fully sustaining the arrogant claims 
ofVa. The Senate refused to adopt it. 
At a subsequent session the subject was 
taken up, and referred to a Committee on 
the Judiciary, of the Senate, and their re¬ 
port, which was adopted, goes the whole 
length in support of the same views main¬ 
tained by Gov. Seward of New York.— 
What the slaveholders of the South, who 
exulted over the former report ofthe House, 
or their poor satellites of the North 
say, remains to be seen. 

After stating the case, and acknowledg¬ 
ing all the just rights of the slave states, 
the Committee say: 

‘They cau not however concede or ad- 

t in its full extent, that ‘each state may 
define crimes and provide for the punish¬ 
ment thereof, and whether right or wrong 
—whoever commits the act thus made crim¬ 
inal, is amenable to the laws ofthe state 
within which it was committed, and should 
the offender be arraigned before the tribu¬ 
nals of justice within the state whose law; 
have been violated, no one can rightfully 
intefere to arrest the punishment prescrib¬ 
ed.’ They concede also that ‘it is for the 
people of that state lo judge of the expedi¬ 
ency of domestic slavery or any other so¬ 
cial or political institution, and it is their 
right to enact such laws as may seem to 
them necessary and proper for the protec¬ 
tion of themselves and properly.’ But 
they beg leave to affix the following provi¬ 
so, to wit: ‘so long as those laws do not con- 
j fid with the constitution and laws of the 
United Stales’ and the rights of the other 
states of the Union —or in other words, so 
long as those laws are ‘right,’ and not 
‘wrong.’ It can not for a moment be sup¬ 
posed that one stale might be permitted to 
enact laws 'right or wrong,' to the invasion 
of the rights or the vexation of any other

Aid- 
g the escape of a slave is no crime aut 
of a slave state. If our seamen bring away 
whole cargoes, no law can touch them 
they but get away, and keep away. 
man cannot be a subject of theft. 

It will of course follow, that to aid 
abet the return of a slave lo bondage, 
crime—is kiduapping; and those ship-m 
ters in this state who have done this r 
liable to arrest. We have the names a 
residence of some such men, aud doubt¬ 
less more might be found. 

The same principle will doubtless apply 
to the high seas, as to a free state. If a 
slave is found secreted on board a vessel, 
which has passed beyond state juri.-dictiou, 
the captain of such vessel can not put 
back to deliver him up, or use any agency 
to that end, without crime. The Supreme 
Court decided in the Pennsylvania case, 
(bad as that decision was in some respects) 
lhat no person but the owner, 
thorized agent, could have any thing to do 
the recovery of the slave.

13. Whereas, The Divine law enjoins ii 
upon us,'* not lo deliver unto iiis m ra'er the 
servant which has escaped from his master 
unto us, hut that ha shall dwell with us, even 

that place which lie shall 
choose in one of our gates, w here it liketh 
him best,” (see Deul. xxui.: 15, 16) and 
whereas, Blnckstone, in his Commentaries, 
has declared, that in all cases of conflict be¬ 
tween Divine and human cnaciineuts, “I 
ferior law must give place to the superior 
-man’s law lo God’s law,” or, as expressed 
by the lamented Dr. Channing, “ No charter 
of man’s writing can sactify injustice, or
